ORDER 

New Delhi, the 24th December, 1959 

d.S.R. 1433.—Whereas the Central Government is of opinion that it is necessary 
so to do tor securing to the tribal people residing in the districts of Srlkakulam 
and Visakhapatnam in the State of Andhra Pradesh the availability of rice at fair 
prices; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by section 3 of the Essential 
Commodities Act, 1955 (10 of 1955), the Central Government hereby directs that, 
notwithstanding anything contained In the R’lce (Southern Zone) Movement Con¬ 
trol Order, 1957, it shall be lawful for persons nominated in this behalf by the 
Government of the State of Andhra Pradesh to move rice frim any place In the 
State of Orissa to any place within the aforesaid districts of Srikakulam and 
Visakhapatnam under and in accordance with an export permit issued under the 
Rice (Eastern Zone) Movement Control Order, 1969, by the Government of the 
State of Orissa or any officer ’ authorized by that Government In this behalf: 

Provided that the aggregate of the quantities of rice for which such permits 
are issued in any one cmendap month shall not exceed 200 maunds. 

2. This Order shall remain in force for a period of three months.
